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1986 Football 
season among 


EST EVER 


It was a season that will stand as one of 
the best in history. Tarleton State Universi- 
ty’s football team went 9-1-1 establishing the 
best record in the school’s history. The final 
standing also gave Tarleton the distinction of 
having the best college football record in 
Texas. 

Topping off the year was a thrilling come- 
from-behind victory over Benedictine Col- 
lege in the fifth annual Sunflower Bowl in 
Winfield, Kansas. Gaylon Bowser’s 210 
yards and three touchdowns made him the 
game’s Most Valuable Player in Tarleton’s 
40-38 victory. 

It was a year filled with exciting victories, 
great individual performances and team 
play, and moments to be lived over again 
and again in the memories of players, 
coaches, and fans. 

But it didn’t start out that way. Back on 
September 6, a lot of players must have 
stared at the scoreboard and wondered if 
this wasn’t going to be another season of 
broken promises and shattered dreams. Pan- 
handle State University had subdued the 
Texans with a 27-12 victory that saw Tarle- 
ton turned back on two scoring drives in the 
fourth quarter. 

Still, there were glimmers of potential. 
Boo Jones had excited the few Tarlerton 
fans present with a 97 yard kickoff return 
touchdown and junior transfer quarterback 
Danny David had directed the team well 
against a tough defense. 

At home the next week against Howard 
Payne, Tarleton players got some indication 
that maybe they were going to get a few 
breaks their way during the season. Tarleton 
was down 21-14 with 40 seconds left in the 
game when the Howard Payne quarterback 
fumbled the ball on his own 20-yard line. 

Six plays later David completed a pass to 
tight end Melvin Modesty who made a jug- 
gling catch in the end zone. Then on the two- 
point conversion, David fumbled the snap 
from center but was able to gain control of 
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Gaylon Bowser follows the lead block of Deral Hender- 
son as Tarleton rolls up the yardage on the ground.

the ball and get into the end zone. 

The Texans would next face their biggest 
test of the season as they journeyed to 
Searcy, Arkansas, for a game with Harding 
University. 

A tremendous first half gave Tarleton a 
14-6 lead but Harding came back with 11 
fourth quarter points to tie the game at 17- 
17. A desperation drive got the Texans to 
the 23-yard line where a hurry-up 40-yard 


field goal attempt failed. 

The Texans next pitted their 1-1-1 record 
at home against Texas Lutheran, the fourth 
straight scholarship opponent the team had 
faced. But Tarleton was not to be denied 
another victory. Boo Jones ran back another 
kickoff return touchdown, this one of 81 
yards, and David hit Modesty with a 64 yard 
touchdown pass to give the Texans a 21-16 
win. 


With an impressive 2-1-1 record against 
scholarship teams, the Texans opened Tex- 
as Intercollegiate Athletic Association play 
with confidence. First up was a trip to Alpine 
to face Sul Ross State University. Although 
the Texans would manage just 19 yards 
passing, the ground game cranked out 309 
yards and all the points Tarleton would need 
in a 14-6 win. The offensive line consistently 
opened huge holes for the backs and David 


ran the option to perfection, gaining 97 
yards himself and flipping the ball twice to 
Bowser for touchdowns. The rushing perfor- 
mance would set a trend Tarleton would 
follow the rest of the season. 

At homecoming the following week the 
Texans were geared for some offensive ex- 
plosions and McMurry generously cooperat- 
ed by turning the ball over three times in the 
first quarter. Tarleton would rack up 21 


points in the first quarter on its way to a 38- 
22 bombardment. While the offense gained 
378 yards, the defense limted McMurry to 
63 yards rushing, sacking McMurry quarter- 
backs six times. 

The Texans then faced the biggest game 
of the season as they traveled to Sherman to 
face Austin College. Tarleton had moved to 
16th in the NAIA Division II national poll but 
the 5-1 Kangaroos were ranked 11th. In 
addition, Tarleton had not beaten the ’Roos 
in Sherman since 1978. 

Things looked grim at the half as Austin 
College took a 10-6 lead but a fired-up Tar- 
leton squad ripped off 18 third quarter 
points while the defense mauled the Kanga- 
roos and held them scoreless. Bowser 
rushed for 110 yards for the second straight 
week and the 28-10 victory put Tarleton in 
command of the TIAA and at 5-1-1 on the 
year. 

Despite a somewhat flat performance the 
next week at home with Sul Ross, Tarleton 
managed a 27-17 win. With Bowser gaining 
97 yards and scoring two touchdowns and 
fullback Deral Henderson having his best 
game ever with 102 yards, the Texans 
gained 291 yards on the ground. 

McMurry was next in line for the Texans 
who ventured to Abilene for the second part 
of this twice-yearly grudge match. McMurry 
quickly went on top 7-0 but the Texans 
scored 21 second quarter points. The high- 
light of the game came with under a minute 
left to play in the first half. Reserve quarter- 
back Lee Jones took a pitch from David and 
launched a pass to a streaking Boo Jones 
that covered 93 yards. The touchdown play 
broke a school and conference record for 
long pass play. The second half, however, 
was dominated by defense. The Texan de- 
fenders came up with a blocked field goal to 
preserve a 21-14 win. 
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All that remained for Tarleton to go unde- 
feated in TIAA play was the return game 
with Austin College at Memorial Stadium. 
There was little doubt from the outset of the 
game that this would be Tarleton’s day to 
shine. The Texans led 24-7 at the half on the 
way to a 38-21 victory. Bowser rushed for 
115 yards and scored three touchdowns as 
Tarleton gained 482 total yards, their best 
offensive production of the season. Mean- 
while, Tarleton’s defense tied a school re- 
cord by gaining five interceptions, including 
two by cornerback Wayne Briggs. 

The victory over Austin College made 
Tarleton’s record 8-1-1 and placed the Tex- 
ans 8th in the Division II poll. However, 
because the NAIA takes the top ranked 
teams from four geographical areas, Tarle- 
ton was bumped from the playoffs by the 
9th ranked team, Hanover College, Indiana. 
The Texans finished just five rating points 
behind the 7th ranked team, Huron College, 
South Dakota. 

The Texans, undefeated conference 
champions, would find a place to continue 
post-season play, however.

HAMPIONS 


Although disappointed in failing to make 
the playoffs, the Texans had their season 
extended when they were invited to play in 
the Sunflower Bowl, an NAIA-sanctioned 
bowl game that pits two top-ranked teams 
not making the playoffs. 

Tarleton’s opponent, Benedictine Col- 
lege, finished the season at 7-2 and ranked 
11th in the final poll. Both teams relied on a 
potent ground attack and a high-scoring af- 
fair was expected. Nobody was disappoint- 
ed in that respect. 

The Texans jumped out to a 17-0 lead but 
any thoughts of a blowout were eliminated 
when Benedictine scored on its next two 
drives to make the score 17-15. Tarleton 
added a touchdown to take a 25-15 halftime 
lead. 

The second half saw Tarleton lose the 
lead and go down 38-31 early in the fourth 
quarter. But Bowser scored his third touch- 
down of the day and, following a Benedic- 
tine fumble, Mike Myers kicked a 21 yard 
field goal to give the Texans the 40-38 win. 

The game saw Tarleton gain 426 yards of 
offense and Benedictine tally 504 yards of 
offense. But Tarleton’s defense came away 
with three turnovers and a stingy fourth 
quarter effort that secured the victory. 

It was, perhaps, symbolic of Tarleton’s 
football season that Gaylon Bowser set a 
new rushing record by slashing for 210 yards 
in the final game. It was, after all, a season 
made for record-breakers. 

Head Coach Bill Pringle and his staff of 
Bill Anderson, Carl Pleasant, Hal McAfee, 
and student assistants Boo Gayle, Richard 
Myklebust, Ward Whites, Kenneth Mims, 
and Henry Holbert turned the Texan foot- 
ball team into winners by getting team ef- 
forts each week. 

Rightfully so, Tarleton’s 1986 football 
season will be remembered as one of the 
best in the school’s history.

When the men’s basketball team looks 
back on the 1986-87 season they'll probably 
remember just two things about the year; 
those last two conference games of the sea- 
son. 

Actually the season started out with a lot 
of promise. At one point the team was 4-1. 
In one of those victories forward Carl Fields 
scored a Tarleton single game record with 
46 points. 

But the season soon fell apart. The Tex- 
ans lost the next fifteen games in a row. For 
Coach Sherman Perry, who’s first child was 
born in December, and the rest of the team, 
those bitter memories were put behind in the 
end. 

Playing co-leader Austin College for their 
first conference win, the Texans got fifteen 
points out of freshman Richard Zastoupil 
and pulled off a stunning 60-53 win. Zastou- 
pil pulled off the play of the year when he 
stole the ball and drove the length of the 
court for basket in the last seconds. 

One week later another freshman, Billy 
Sadler, scored sixteen points in Tarleton’s 
79-78 double-overtime victory against Sul 
Ross State University. It was Sadler who hit 
both the basket to send the game into the 
second overtime and the game winning bas- 
ket. 

The final games made the entire season 
more palatable, especially for seniors Carl 
Fields, John Jenkins, and Zachary Zastoupil 
who led the team in scoring all year long. 

The 1986-87 season also introduced the 
three-point shot to college basketball. Jen- 
kins, who joined the team at mid-semester, 
scored 22 three-pointers while Richard Zas- 
toupil, also a mid-semester addition, hit 50 
percent of his shots from the 19’9”’ range.

RUSTRATING 


For most Tarleton women’s basketball 
fans, the 1986-87 season will be remem- 
bered as the year the TexAnns lost the title. 
After wearing the T.I.A.A. crown for ten 
years, Tarleton gave it up this season to Sul 
Ross. 

That the season will be remembered for 
that is just another example of the frustra- 
tions that the season reflected. Unlike past 
TexAnns teams, this unit just never clicked 
together for very long. 

That’s not to say the season wasn’t filled 
with its share of good moments. Toward the 
late part of the year the TexAnns put to- 
gether back-to-back 100 point games and 
pulled off a stunning upset over Texas Wes- 
leyan. 

As she was during volleyball season, 
Kathy Buckler was the dominate force on 
the TexAnn team. The senior performer 
moved into the third place in the career 
scoring chart in TexAnn basketball history 
and into second place in career rebounding. 
Her 19.3 points a game set a Tarleton sea- 
son scoring average record. 

Buckler was the leading scorer in 16 
games and the leading rebounder in 20 
games. She scored over thirty points in two 
games. Freshman Melanie Richburg, who 
had 27 and 29 point games during the sea- 
son, helped Buckler and the TexAnns inside. 

When Tarleton had to rely on the outside 
game it got superior performances from 
sharp-shooters Pam Webb and Jana 
Weidner. The two combined for 22 points 
and eight assists per game. 

The women’s basketball team used the 
three-point shot in just six games during the 
year. In those games Webb was 11 of 23 and 
Weidner hit 5 of 17. It was a Webb three- 
pointer as the thirty second clock expired 
that helped beat Texas Wesleyan.

Since forming the Texas Intercollegiate 
Athletic Association in 1976, the Texans 
and TexAnns have been the force of the 
league. Tarleton’s men have won nine con- 
ference titles and Tarleton’s women have 
won ten TIAA crowns. 

In 1987, both teams successfully de- 
fended their titles, dominating the competi- 
tion on the host Austin College track. The 
men scored 84 points and the women scored 
83 points and neither was threatened after 
the field events were finished. 

D’Andrea Gadberry, named the meet’s 
Outstanding Field Performer, took first 
place in the high jump, long jump, and triple 
jump, scored in the 100 and 200 meter runs 
and the 100 hurdles, and ran a leg on all 
three of Tarleton’s winning relay teams. 

Teammate Rana Cox scored in eight 
events and finished first in the 400 meter 
and Cindy Garner, named the meet’s Fresh- 
man of the Year, scored in six different 
events. 

Other firsts for Tarleton came from La- 
shauna Jones in the shot put, Tassie Long in 
the discus, and Laurie Harveson in the 100 
hurdles. 

Tarleton’s men scored heavily in the field 
events with Terry Talton winning both the 
long jump and triple jump. Other firsts went 
to Bobby Boone in the high jump, Deral 
Henderson in the shot put, Keith Robinson 
in the pole vault, and Mark Heachten in the 
discus. 

Tarleton’s only running firsts came in the 
1500 meter run, where Curtis Hurst took 
first and Ronnie Zoch placed second, and 
the 400 meter relay with the team of Mike 
Hancock, Sul Ross, Terry Talton, and Boo 
Jones.
